OF SIZE OF BEER

SACRAMENTO, (lP) Major beer 
brewing companies of California, cam-= 
| paigning against the use of an 8-ounce 
beer container, today awaited a de= 
cision from the state board of equal- 
ization following a hearing in the cap= 
litol yeserday. 

The California brewers institute, rep- 
resenting nearly 80 per cent of the beer 
produced in the state, and several al- 
lied organizations, contended the poarad 
should standardize the size of con- 
tainers to prevent confusion and un= 
necessary expense within the industry. 

The hearing was called after the in- 
creasing use of the 8-ounce bottle sold 
by the Adolph Coors Brewing Company 
of Golden, Colo., and since the past 
week by the Albion Brewing Company 
Inc., of San Francisco. Both concerns 
argued the board had no jurisdiction to 
fix size of containers, that a smaller 
bottle promoted temperance, prevented 
waste, and filled a consumer demand.
